The experiment did 
not succeed, although it was not the 
fault of the ducks and drakes, for they 
multiplied until now no one pretends 
to say their number. Yesterday the

Mrs. Burbridge alleges that Meserve 
struck her on the shoulder and then 
seized her roughly and threatened 
to kill her. Only the prompt response 
of Albert Compton, chief-duck-warden- 
to-be, to her cries for aid, caused him 
to desist, she says. 

“Like an idiot I did touch her shoul- 
der,” says Meserve, but declares the 
“touch” was gentle and cificatory. 

Both finally left the duck farm 
the non-combatants and Compton were 
left alone.

The trustees asserted 
that by his lack of discipline, offen- 
sive conduct and genera! unfitness, the 
welfare of the school demanded his 
removal. He appealed to County Su- 
perintendent Keppel for a hearing, 
which was granted. Mr. Keppers de- 
was adverse to Taylor, who 
then applied to the Superior Court for 
a writ of mandate. 

After stating that the nature of the 
suit is mot such as to make it neces- 
sary for the court to inquire into the 
verity of the charges that Taylor was 
unfit for his position, the court says, 
in part: 

“Under the common law, an action 
for damages is the proper remedy for 
a termination of the employment of 
an employé.

In States and communities where the direct pri- 
mary prevails, politics has become à rich man’s 
| game. In a contest where each elector is sypposed 
to vote only for those whom he knows to be deserv- 
ing, the man wins who has enough money to adver- 
tise himself through the country press, to carry a 
special Ataff of speakers and to devote his time fur 
a year or two before the election wholly to enlarging 
his cirele of acquaintances. All this is highly ex- 
pensive. Running for office is reduced to a cash 
basis; the candidate sits calmly down at his desk, 
figures out the cost and compares it with the esti- 
mate of profit which it is possible to make out of 
the position; the most ardent candidate is the one 
who figures the estimate of profit highest. 

This is the condition under which political ma- 
chines flourish; they have nothing to fear from the 
poor but honest candidate; they know he can never 
start a sufficient blaze to destroy any great quan- 
tity of political fences. The faddists seem to for- 
get that all nominating conventions at the present 
time are only tentative political arrangements; they 
are the result of a century's experience under the 
Constitution. | 

The direct primary carries back to the unsatisfac- 
tory conditions of the first campaigns. It is an old 
style that has been displaced by something more 
serviceable; but like the hoop skirt it still hangs in 
the political closet and is brought out en rare occa- 
sions to do service at some masquerade ball.

ET OUT THE VOTE. 

The political campaign is quiet, not because 
the voters are indifferent, not use there is roth- 
ing at stake.

When only threadbare 
subjects are talked of, the mind of the public (al- 
ready made up) is apathetic. Then many may neg- 
lect their duty. If at this time they think a great 
majority is of their way of thinking, they are prone 
to take it easy and neglect to vote, under the im- 
pression that victory is sure. J 

There is only one way to overcome the danger of 

over-confidence. That way is in the hands of the na- 
tional, State and local managers of the campaign. To 
them The Times turns, appealing to their party fealty 
to leave nothing undone to get out the vote., Let it 
be an effort which will be fully national in its scope. 
There has been complaint that the campaign has 
lacked spectacular features. That has not disturbed 
The Times. We have understood this perfectly. We 
do not believe that much has been lost. In the pros- 
ent temper of the people, brass bands, torchlight 
displays, spelibinders’ eloquence, would not have 
counted, Money spent in these ways would have 
been money thrown away. If the managers have 
been reserving their fire until they can look into 
the eyes of the enemy at the polls, we think that has 
been a wise policy. The brunt of the fight will come 
at the close. More can be done in twelve hours on 
November 3 than in twelve weeks preceding that 
important date. If those who are in charge of the 
party interests will make one sharp, short, vigor- 
ous spurt on election day and see that every Re- 
publican voter in every precinct is brought to the 
polls, we shall have a majority that will set a new 
record. 
We should talk this matter over with the precinct 
managers, with the County Committees, and with 
the State Committee. Perhaps your precinct is 
sure to give a Republican majority in any case. Do 
not rest there. Make the majority larger than 
those who have heretofore had the precinct in their.
